awful tragedy. 
When Stewart was last 


seen Saturday night he was on the way 
to the house in \vhich were his terrified 
"U ife and daughter, and at that lime 
be avowed Ills intention of killing1 both 
and then ending his own lile. 


Kj$ some mistake, however, he stum- 


bled into an unoccupied house a short 
distance off, and, while breaking through, 
a basement window, cut a feavtul s=ish 
in his vrri&t. 
How Irantic must have 


teen his struggle to reach the street 
could be readily imagined from the ap- 
pearance of the house, for there ^\as 
scarcely a window or any of the doors j 
which were iv>t spattered "\vith blood, [ 
while great pools of red liquid were 
in different parts of the house. 
His 


rapidly weakening condition kept him 
a prisonep, for he could not force any 
of the locks on the windows or doors, 
and at last sank back while ths last 
remaining drop of blood oozed from the 
wound. 


Stewart was by trade a paving stone 


cutter, but lately had been working at 
Milford. 
Wednesday night he came 


home in an intoxicated condition and 
threatened to kill his wife and daugh- 
ter because of jealousy.

Immediately left their home, going to 
the house of J. H. Sweet. 
This further 


enraged Stew art and he rushed over to 
Sweet's house, but could not gain an 
, entrance. 


Thursday he succeeded in getting- the 


police to s*a.rch S\^ eet's home for liquor, 
and 
in this they \rere 
successful. 


with the result that Sweet paid a fine 
of $75 In the Gloucester court on Fri- 
day. 
Stewart, however, was not satis- 


fled with this, and continued to prowl 
around Sweet's house, continually mak- 
ing threats against both the proprietor 
and his own family. 
Saturday night 


he became more violent and left the 
house wheire he was staying, vowing 
that h.e woxiid kill his wife and daughter 
and then end his own life. 
He started 


off into the darkness in the direction of 
Sweet's house, but as it was known that 
the latter was on the lookout for him, 
little attention was paid, to» his threats. 
Nothing more was heard o£ hin. until 
his body was found in the basement of 
the Elm House, the broken window pane 
streaked with, blood and the deep gash 
in the wrist showing plainly how lie 
met his death.

GATHERINGS OF ANGRY WORKMEN. 


Lansing, Mich., Nov. 2?.—Arthur M. 


Todd of Kalamazoo, fusion congress- 
man from the Third Michigan district, 
was thrashed on a Michigan Central 
passenger train at Decatur by a man 
who, he said, was am entire stranger. 
The stranger went up to Todd, and, 
after calling him names, accused him of 
sending a letter to his wife suggesting a 
meeting. 
Todd protested that he knew 


neither the excited individual nor his 
wife. The stranger repeated his charge 
and added that he intended to whip Todd 
before, but that when he last saw him he 
had been out of the hospital only three 
days and was unequal to the task. The 
congressman called his assailant a liar, 
whereupon the stranger knocked him 
down and repeated the operation when 
Ead-d arose.

Charged First by the Police,

Vienna, Nov. 29.—Sunday the mem- 


bers of the Austrian ministry tendered 
their resignations to Emperor Francis 
Joseph, who accepted them and 
en- 


trusted Baron Gautsch, who holds the 
portfolio of public instruction in the re- 
tiring ministry, with the task of fmming 
a cabinet. Subsequently the emperor 
addressed an autograph letter to Count 
Budem decreeing the adjournment of the 
reiehsrath until further orders. Before 
the assembling of the relchsrath dense 
masses of people, for the most part woik- 
men, thronged tlie street from the uni- 
versity to the outer gate of the hot'buig. 
A charge by the mounted police with 
drawn. b \vords failing to disperse them, a 
body of hussars cleared the streets at 
sables' points, many 
persons 
being 


wounded. The ambulance sotiety im- 
mediately sent two vans to attend tlie 
injured. 


At least 10,000 people gathered about

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Business is good, and the cold weather 


in the North and West daring the past 
week has made retail business much bel- 
ter than for some time previous. 


The heavy exports of wheat, with the 


renewed advance in price, is the most in- 
teresting and important feature of the 
week's events. Since August 1 when the 
extent of foreign deficiency became real- 
ized, exports have been larger than in 
corresponding weeks of any previous 
year. The cotton exports also have be- 
come very heavy, and the outgo of corn 
falls but little below last year's unpre- 
cedented record, while in exports of manu 
factoring products, especially machinery, 
all records for the season have been sur- 
passed. While the aggreeate for Novem- 
ber last year was over $109,000,000, ship- 
ments 
from 
New 
York 
for 
throe 


weeks have been but slightly smaller. 
with a fair prospect that the known in- 
crease in cotton and other products from 
other ports may make up the deficiency' 
Meanwhile imports are running behind 
last year's at New York nearly $2,000,000 
this month, so that another excess of ex- 
ports over imports amounting to about 
560,000,000 for the month is probable. But 
this would make an excess of about §225,- 
000,000 in four months. • 


Another shipment of $1,375,000 gold 


from Australia Is announced, making $10," 
903,550 in four months, and the reserve 
exchange bills held by New York banks 
have increased to $8,500,000, while it is 
believed that large amounts are also held 
in the same way at other chief cities. 


Cotton reached the lowest poipt known 


In years last week, 5.81 cents. Print cloths 
are at the lowest quotations ever known, 
and there is a large overproduction. The 
ron industry is not quite as active as it 
has been tor several months past. 


The woolen manufacture is still con- 


suming heavily in execution of past or- 
ders,and many agents are sold so far ahead 
that they seek no farther business, while 
others are beginning to question whether 
the demand for the next season will suf- 
fice if prices are made to correspond with 
present quotations of wool. 


No change has occurred in the cotton 


manufacturer and the market for its pro- 
ducts is still irregular. The boot and shoe 
industry continues to surpass all past rec- 
ords in output, for the month thus far 34 
per cent, larger than in 1S92, and for the 
year 10.3 per cent. The demand has in- 
creased, and there is somewhat more dis- 
position to pay advance prices.

She had swept the floor, etc., 
and put some o'ii in the oil stove. When 
she lit the stove it exploded. Mrs. Thurs- 
ton took a broom and tried to push the 
stove from the room atid down stairs to

W. C. Whitcomb, janitor of the 


North Adams savings bank, was sweep- 
ing the walk in front of the bank when 
he discovered smoke issuing from the 
store. He rushed to the place and found 
the room full of fire and smoke. His 
mustache and eyebrows were scorched 
and he hurried to ring an alarm, but some 
one got ahead of him and pulled box 5. 
The fire department was on hand at once 
and the fire was soon extinguished, Mr. 
Hastings' drug store was considerably 
wet down by water which came through 
the ceiling. 


The building is owned by Mrs. Kimball 


and the damage to it is covered by in- 
surance, as is also Mr. Hastings' loss. Mrs-

Samuel E, Parker. 


A well known and respected resident 


passed away this morning by the death 
of Samuel E. Parker, which occurred at 
3.45 o'clock at the home of B. G. Olda on 
Church street. He had suffered with con - 
sumption for a long time and his death 
was not unexpected. 


Mr. Parker was tlie son of Calvin T. 


and Harriet Eldrldge Parker and wag 
born at Ashfleld March 19, 1S41. When 
he was about seven years old bis parents 
moved to Stamford, Vt., and at the age of 
18 years he entered she hardware store of 
Burlingame & Kay in this city as a clerk. 
He remained there three or four years 
and then went into the clothing business 
in company with the late Hendrick P. 
Briggs, they buying out two brothers of 
Mr. Briggs. In a few years Mr. Parker 
retired from this business and became in- 
terested with his father in the manufac- 
ture of shoes, first on North Eagle street 
and later on State street. A few years 
later he went to Janesville/Wis,, and be- 
came interested in a company which 
started a shoe factory there. When he 
returned from the West, Mr. Parker 
opened a merchant tailoring establish- 
ment on Main street and conducted it 
for several years. Later he was on the 
road for a few years selling jewelry, and 
a few years ago he went to Radford, Va^ 
and engaged in the real estate business, 
lie remained there three or Jour years 
and then returned to North Adams. For 
the last few years he had been traveling 
for W. C. Ellis ot this city, selling prints( 
ginghams, ladies' shirt waists, wrappers, 
etc. 


Mr. Parker's health which had not been 


of the best ior the last few years, failed 
about a year ago, and last January he 
went to North Carolina and remained till 
May, 
lie leceived no permanent beneOt 


and continued to run down steadily till 
the time of his death. 


Mr. Parker's varied business connec- 


tions brought him into contact with many 
people hero and elsewhere and he was 
widely known and highly respected, tie 
was a sociable, genial and obliging man 
and was well liked by those with whom 
he transacted business and by all who 
kneW'him. He had been for many years 
a member of the Methodist church, in 
which he had served in official capacities, 
and he had also been superintendent of 
the Sunday school. 


September 1, 1861, Mr. Parker married 


Miss Clara Clark, a sister of L. J. Clark of 
this city. They had one daughter who 
died when a young child, and Mrs, Parker 
diedin!8S2. Mr. Parker is survived* by 
his father and half-brother, Walter Par- 
ker, both of this city. 


The funeral will be attended from, the 


Methodist church Wednesday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock, Hev. Dr. G. W. Brown offici- 
ating, and the services will be in charge, 
of Oneoo lodge, I. O. O. P., of which the 
deceased was a member.
